Thaw 


broke out again today and delivered 
another ultimatum to his attorneys. 
The self willed young man 
now on 


trial for his life, thanks to the same 
self will, notified his counsellors tlipt 
he would not consent to or take any. 
part in any defense that woull place 
him in the slightest jeopardy of be- 
ing sent to Mattewan Insane Hospi- 
tal. 
The- account in the morning pa- 


pers that his attorneys would seeft 
to win his freedom by a plea of tem- 
porary insanity, 
angered him. 
By 


the time he reached the court "build- 
ing across theh "Bridge of Sighs," he 
had worked himself into a fine rage. 
He fairly rushed to his seat, brushing 
by his family and 
scarcely • giving 


them a glance. 
He was 
unusually 


pale, and his lips twttched nervously. 
He called Attorney Peabody and im- 
mediately launched into a discussion 
with him, which, though carried en 
in "a low tone, was not 
lacking 
in 


warmth. 


At noon owing to a disarrangement 


of the heating 
apparatus, 
an ad- 


journihent was taken until 2 o'clock. 
During the short session 
one new 


jurymen, the eighth, Charles Newton, 
a retired business man, was selected. 
Fearing the present panel would be 
exhausted another special venire of 
100 talesmen was drawn. 


In the face of all reports of objec- 


tions to her presence by the members 
of the Thaw family, May MacKenzie, 
the actress friend of Evelyn' Thaw, 
was 
at the 
side of her 
chum to- 


day. 
The consolation she constantly 


offered the young wife was about all 
the latter received, as the tempera- 
ture of the court room, about 50 this 
morning, was warm in comparison to 
the actions of the Thaws toward the 
heartbroken' little wife. The Countess 
of Yarmouth was back in court today 
with her mother and sister, Mrs. Car- 
negie, and Edward 
Thaw.

Nesbit Thaw is breaking down. Only 
her nerve is keeping her up now, but 
despite the advice of her physician, 
she refuses to stay away from court 
even for a day. 


THAW'S LAWYERS 


ISSUHTATEMENT 


In Which They Say That Temporary

be the defense interposed by counsel 
for Harry Kendall Thaw.

body, all of counsel for the defense. 


During the early part of the con- 


ference a mysterious new woman wit- 


ness was 
ushered 
to the 
Delmas 


apartment and for 
two 
hours she 


was interrogated. Her statement was 
taken by a stenographer and is con- 
sidered of the most vital importance 
to the case in the event of the prose- 
cution going beyond the strict letter 
of the law and attacking the charac- 
ter of the defendant. 
Evelyn Nesbit 


Thaw was an interested listener to 
the young woman's story. 


Thaw's counsel issued the follow- 


ing authoritative statement 
Sunday 


night: 


'"Harry K. Thaw will be freed on 


the strict application of the laws of 
the statute books in the state of New 
York. 
There will be no intervention 


of any 'unwritten or higher law,' as 
has been surmised. We do not need 
to go beyond the 
statute 
books to 


convince the jury that he should be 
acquitted. 


'"It will be shown to the jury that 


at the time that Stanford White was 
shot and killed 
in Madison Square 


Roof Garden Thaw was laboring un- 
der a spell of temporary insanity and 
did not appreciate the difference be- 
tween right and wrong. 
A prepon- 


derance of evidence to establish that 
fact wi^l be adduced. 


"The defense 
is 
convinced that 


should the district attorney call Ev- 
elyn Nesbit Thaw 
to 
the 
witness 


stand to prove the mere fact of the 
slaying of Stanford White, when that 
could easily be proven by other eye- 
witnesses to the shooting, he would 
not only commit an act that would be 
prejudicial to his own case, but would 
appear before the 
jury as a cruel 


man. 


"The prosecution cannot hope 
to 


prove from Evelyn Nesbit Thaw any- 
thing beyond the mere fact of 
the 


shooting, and that nobobdy denies in 
the first place, and in the second it 
can be proven by any number of wit- 
nesses. The district attorney cannot 
exact any conversation 
that 
might 


previously have been held 
between 


husband and wife if we object. That 
is as sacred as any privileged com- 
munication between lawyer and cli- 
ent or physician and patient. 


"Stanford White's character 
wil." 


not be assailed in this case by 
the 


defense. 
The defense 
proposes to 


conduct its case along clean, respect- 
able and absolutely 
legal lines. 
It 


remains for the district attorney to 
inject into this trial anything that 
would tend to blacken the character 
of individuals and degrade the com- 
munity." 


The conference 
lasted 
from

o'clock in 
the morning 
until 7 at 


night. 
Mrs. 
Thaw arrived 
at 
3 


o'clock in her automobile from the 
Hotel Larraine. 
Previous to her ar- 


rival the mysterious new witness, a 
handsomely gowned 
young woman, 


with flashing black 
eyes and dark 


hair, reached the house in a hansom 
and was 
quickly 
ushered 
to 
the 


Delmas apartment by Lawyer McPike 
She was at once taken inio tho coun- 
cil chamber where 
the lawyers for 


the Thaw defense 
were 
assembled. 


The transcribing 
of her statement, 


which, it is understood, 
refers 
to 


events preceding the tragedy on Mad- 
ison Square Roof Garden, consumed 
two hours' time. 


Evelyn Nesbit Thaw reached the 


conference 
before the new witness

terrific arraignment of Standard Oil 
yet made by either private or public 
investigator was that filed with Con- 
gress Monday by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


Every corporate crime, 
from dis- 


crimination and false pretenses 
to 


bribery, corruption of the press and 
debauchery of public officials, is con- 
tained in the catalog or charges. 


After a long investigation, ordered 


by Congress, in which hundreds o£ 
witnesses weie examined and oppor- 
tunity was given the Standard 
to 


defenJ itself, the commission makes 
a report that overshadows the sensa- 
tional disclosures of Garfield on the 
Standard last Mai. Garfield's report 
was confined largely to the relations 
of the Standard to 
the 
railroads. 


This report goes into the subject of 
monopolistic control of the oil mar- 
ket. 
It describes the devious meth- 


ods employed to crush competition. 


Charges Made.

Therefore all re- 
quests made to this paper in the fu- 
ture to suppress the publication of 
marriage licenses will be refused.

cluded their conferences. 
They have 


authorized the publication of a sum- 
mary of the results of the negotia- 
tions. They say: 


"The sessions of the commissions 


have been h'armonious from the start, 
and nothing has occurred at any point 
to interfere with the cordial and 
friendly relations originally estab- 
lished. These sessions have been 
largely devoted to an interchange ot 
information as to the customs meth- 
ods of the two countries and the rea- 
sons therefor. No commercial treaty 
has been negotiated because 
the 


American commissioners had been 
given no authority to make such a 
treaty; but in the course of the pro- 
ceedings there has been established a 
^basis upon which a commercial treaty 
tnight be concluded provided the con- 
sent of the reichstag and the Ameri- 
can congress be given. So far asAoth 
governments are concerned, no com- 
mittals have been made, but the un- 
derstanding is such that if the two 
governments shall desire to enter into 
a commercial agreement, the prepar- 
atory work has been done. 


"The members of both the German 


end American commissions feel very 
strongly that even if "no commercial 
agreement or treaty should follow, the 
interchange of views and information 
has been of the utmost value in aid:.ng 
a continuance of the friendly commer- 
cial relations between the two na- 
tions."

Postal Commission's Report. 


"Washington, Jan. 28.—The report of 


the joint postal commission authorized 
at the last session of congress to in- 
vestigate and report to that body its 
conclusions on the operation and ef- 
fect of the existing law relative to sec- 
ond-class 
mail matter, and 
what 


changes, if any, should be made, has 
been made public. The commission 
makes a number of sweeping recom- 
mendations looking to a reform, in the 
postal 
service, and has drafted a 


measure embodying such changes as 
It thinks ought to be made. The ap- 
pointment of a postal appeals commis- 
sion in the postoffice department 13 
provided for, to consist of three mem- 
bers. The commission is to enter upon 
its duties July 1 next. The object of j 
this commission is to allow the pro- 
prietor or publisher of any newspaper 
or periodical publication, the applica- 
tion for the admission of which to the 
second class of mail matter has been 
denied by the postmaster general, to 
appeal to it, and which commission 
shall hear, consider and determine 
such appeal with respect as well to 
matters of fact as matters of law.

tional or temporary Insanity has been 
more the legal cloak for an appeal 
to the unwritten law than in itself a 
defense. 


The Terra nova case is the most re- 


cent where the plea of emotional in- 
sanity 
was technically made. 
The 


real defense was that the 
girl was 


justified in killing her 
uncle 
and 


aunt. 
If at the time her uncle had 


assaulted her she had killed him the 
plea would have been self defense, 
and the law would have sustained it. 
But the statute law does not recog- 
nize self defense except at the time 
of the assault. 
A man has the legal 


right to kill a burglar who is in the 
act of entering his house, but should 
the burglar escape the robbed man 
has no right to walk up to him the 
next day or the next year and shoot 
him. 


The unwritten law is virtually the 


abolition of the time limit and 
the 


wide extension of the doctrine of seir 
defense. 
Since a man is by the writ- 


ten law justified in killing an assail- 
ant of his wife at the time of the as- 
sault, the 
unwritten law seeks 
to 


extend this defense to killing at any 
future time, and even though the acts 
which wronged the husband 
were 


committed with the wife's 
consent. 


But since the law does not recognize 
this unwritten extension, evidence is 
not admissible for 
justification but 


only through the casual relation of 
the.se prior acts to prove the defend- 
ant's mental condition at the time of 
the killing. 


In the more recent cases in New 


York which have aroused national in- 
terest the effect of the plea, implied 
rather than expressed, was especially 
marked in the trial of Berthe Claiche 
with whom the court and jurors, as 
well as the public sympathized 
be- 


cause of the poliqe prosecution 
to 


which she was subjected, and also the 
degrading cruelty 
suffered 
at the 


hands of theh man she did not deny 
having killed.

note of Inquiry was torn to bits 
unread and the messenger instructed 
to say that the prisoner desired nei- 
ther to see nor hear from newspaper 
men.

To his keepers, with whom 
he chatted, he expressed his satisfac 
tion with the jurors already chosen.

I soon learn- 
ed that there was very little money in 
this, and, besides, I was ambitious. I 
wanted to accomplish something and 
just felt that I should succeed. Los 
Angeles was growing, and I believed 
that there was money to be made in 
real estate. 
Men were making for- 


tunes in it, and why could not a wom- 
an do the same? But I had neither 
money nor experience. 
So I got the 


position of manager for a capitalist 
who built and bought houses for rental, 
and I attended to tbe renting and the 
general business, and this gave me a 
knowledge of real estate values. I had 
from 100 to 150 houses to look after, 
and thus I formed an idea of the rela- 
tive values in different sections of the 
city and noted the direction of its 
growth.

"Of course I made a profit on each 


transaction. In due time the man from 
the city got tired of the five cent fare, 
the pure air and the quiet surround- 
ings and again returned to the noise 
and dust and to tbe house which he 
had sold to me. And he paid an ad- 
vanced price for it. The suburbanite, 
or countryman, in like manner, again 
tired of a city life and longed for the 
suburbs or country and bis house or 
ranch, which he got, but at an ad 
vauced price. I also bought mortgages 
and bank stock and dealt only with 
business men of good standing. 
In 


looking for bargains in real estate 1 
made it a point to call at just about the 
"hour when men have finished reading 
their morning's mail and are ready to 
talk business. In a few words I stated 
just what kind of property I wanted, 
its location and selling price. I have 
learned that men—that is, business 
men—will most always assist a woman 
when they feel assured by her manner 
and talk that she comes on business 
and not to hear compliments. I man- 
aged to transact all my business be- 
fore the hour of luncheon, but when 
delayed and invited to lunch invariably 
replied, with thanks, that I never dined 
out, but always returned home to dine 
with my children.
